YOUR HEALTH

ONE of the most common complaints 


of elderly people is severe cramping of the 
leg muscles, particularly at night. 


A recent study of the cause and pos- 


sible methods of overcoming the condi- 
tion indicates that quinine may prove ~a 
valuable remedy in these cases.' In all, 
20 patients were "studied. Ten" of these 
patients were suffering from diabetes; 
five were being treated for varicose reins, 
and in four there was serious interference 
of the circulation through the arteries, 


It was found that many of these pati- 


ents were suffering from a vitamin defi- 
ciency, particularly the older ones. How- 
ever, treatment with vitamins alone did 
not relieve the cramps. 


In carrying out a study on these 20 


patients, capsules were prepared contain- 
ing quinine sulfate, while similar caps-_Jes 
containing prostigrnme and a substance 
which had no effect at an, were also pre- 
pared. 


The patients were first given eitner 


the 
cap^iiles 
containing 
tne 
mactr-e 


preparation or the quinine. As soon as 
relief of ins mt^cle cramps was obtained 
by the use of tne CfUimne, -tne inactive 
preparation vras substituted for it. The 
qtunine capsules were given after each 
meal. 


It was found that the quinine given 


at bedtime was erough in itself in most 
cases to prevent tne development of the 
muscle cramps. In other instances, the 
quinine was given both before supper and 


Lat beatune. 


On the other hand, when the patients 


were given -the inactive preparat-on, no 
effect on the muscle cramps was noted. 
This would seem to indicate qu.te def- 
initely that the quinine has a definite 
and specific action' in relieving muscle 
cramps. The^prostigmine had no effect 
on the muscle cramps, although it did 
seem to aid m dilating the blood vessels 
to that Circulation was improved. 


It was interesting to note that in those 


patients who had arthritis, the prostig- 
min« s««ned to have a beneficial effect 
in relieving the pain and stiffness m the 
joints.

number of churches standing dusty 
and unused all o\er England i« 
"scandalous," sayi the Bishop of 
Norwich, Dr P M. Herbert. 


At his Instigation the assemhly of 


the Church of Kngland—comprising 
laity SB well as church official*—has 
established an investigating com- 
mittee to see what can be done with 
them. 


"The church is coming Into dia- 


repute because this problem Is not 
being tackled," the bishop told the 
assembly 
"At present there Is no 


power by which a 
consecrated 


buildinsf can be sold or leased 
Neither are there any satisfactory 
powers with regard to deconsecra- 
tion of tne site " 


Bishop Herbert made no estimate 


of the total number of unused 
churches but cited examples 
In 


his diocese he said there were three 
parish churches within a quarter of 
a mile of each other to an arer 
with only 2oO population Jn Nor- 
wich itself, there * are 36 churches 
for a population of 60,000.
